5 T has been a very common 
Thing, from one Age to an- 
ther, for. the faithful Servants 
of the Bleſſed Gon, upon 
their quitting the Stage of 
7 this Earth, freely to bear Wit» 
neſs to Him and his Ways, 1n order to the 
recommending ſerious Religion to others, 
and the making them the more in love 
with it. Altho' they were not unmindful 
of this before, yet will they uſually mind 
it at ſuch a Seaſon, in a particular man- 
ner, I ſhall therefore introduce what L 
have at this time to offer to the ſerious 
Conſideration of thoſe that hear me, by 
letting you know W Good Mr, Foſeph Ben- 
2 net 
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net, deceaſcd, who was ſo well known to 
ſo many of you, and was heartily con- 
cerned both living and dying, for the 
thriving of the Intereſt of real Religion 
among you that ordinarily worſhip GO 
in this Place, has left this plain Text to you, 
as the Sum of his own Obſervation and 
Experience, and recommended it to your 
cloſeſt Thoughts; deſiring me to do my 
Endeavour, (as Go Db ſhould enable me) 
to preſs it home upon your Hearts and 
Conſciences, Hereby has he at once born 
an honourable Teſtimony to GoD and 
Religion, acted ike himſelf, and very agree- 
ably to his own Principles and Practiſe 
both, and ſhewed his great Regard to you, 
who if you are but to be prevailed with 
heartily tO put your Truſt in the LORD 5 and 
ſeek Him, will give the beſt Proof that you 
know his Name, and have the beſt Security, 
that you ſhall not miſcarry or be forſaken 
by Him, and ſhall not fail of being both 
now and for ever happy. 


Tr1s was the Way that David took, and 
he found it to be ſucceſsful: And he in effect 
intimates, in the Words that I have read, 
that it had been the ſame with thoſe that 
went before him, and would be the ſame 
with thoſe alſo that ſhould come after him. 
He ſeems to have been in ſome conſiderable 
Diſtreſs at the very Time when he drew 
up this Pſalm, of which my Text is a Part. 
I ſhan't ſtay to make any particular En- 
quiry what that was: But be it what it 
would, he in the immediately preceding 
ts Verſe 
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Verſe declares, that he had found GoD 
a Refuge in Times of Trouble, He had made 
trial of Him, and He had not failed him. 
Upon applying to Him, and confiding in 
Him, he had had ſeaſonable Relief and Help 
from Him, in all the Diſtreſſes he had met 
with hitherto. And he at the ſame time 
ſeems plainly to intimate, that this was not 
peculiar to himſelf neither: But that (as 
far as he could perceive) it was the Mat- 


ter of the common Experience of the up- 


right Servants of the ſame Go p, let their 
Condition and Circumſtances be what they 
would. For, he who carefully took notice, 
ſtill obſerved, that they that few bis Name, 
were ever free and ready to put their Truſt 
in him. And by being by their very Tru 
in Him- inclined, earneſtly and conſtant! 


to ſeek Him, they were comfortably ſup- 


ported, and amply provided for; and 
neither were, nor Could be, forſakey by 
Him. : 


So that the Words carry in them a re- 
markable Gradation, and advance leiſurely 
from one Step to another, with a Deſign 
to lay open and diſplay the abundant Sa- 
tistaction and Comfort of the devoted Ser- 
vants of the Living G0 D, in the Way 
they are in; and at the ſame time, to 
recommend that Way to others. They 
begin with knowing Go D aud his Name; 
and go on from thence, to putting their Truſt 
in Him, in conſequence of that Knowledge : 
And then they proceed to that Seeking Him, 
which a ſteady Truſt in Him, cannot but 

readily

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readily incline: Men to: And at length 
they. cloſe, with that Security, of not be- 
ing forſaken by Him, which is one of the 
belt and moſt reviving Cordials in all the 
World. For as when Gop forſaketh, no- 
thing cometh but Anguiſh and Diſtreſs, 
Miſery and Deſolation; on which account 
he cried out of the Children of Ephraim, by 
his Prophet of old, We alſo to them 2hen [ 
depart from them : So if He does not forſale 
thoſe that know and own Him, but conti- 
nues his gracious Preſence with them, ac- 
cording to à variety of Promiſes which 
He has given them to truſt in, nothing that 


is truly good, nothing that is neceflary to 


Felicity or Comfort, can be wanting. 


. Txzs2arc a ſort of Thoughts in which 
our Worthy deceaſed Friend appears to 
have been employed for the beſt part of 


his Days: And they that were about him 
as his latter End drew near, readily bear 
Witneſs, that they not a little retreſhed 
him under the Declenſions of Nature, and 
as he lay upon his Dying-bed. And at has 
Requeſt, I (with the Help of that Go 0 
whom we proteſs to be here adoring ; and 
upon whom we have many of us been this 
Day waiting even at his own Table ; and 
whom we thall all of us. in a little time 


find to be our only Refuge, when other 


Props entirely fail us; ) am willing to 
make a Trial, whether or no the fame 
Thoughts may not be of Uſe to us allo, 
and help to quicken us to our Duty, heigh- 


ten our Reſpect for Practical Godlineſs, fit 
us 
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us for, and ſuit us to, the Divine Pleaſure 
concerning us, and comfort and ſupport 


us under all the Troubles to which we may 1 
be expoſed, either living or dying. And, \ 


I. I Be6rv, with that knowing GOD and 
bs Name, which is the firſt Step mention- 
ed, and . a grand Privilege of 
thoſe whom the Bleſſed Go p is pleaſed to 
to manifeſt Himſelf unto. Some Know 
of Him, and his glorious Excellencies, 18 
what all Men without Exception have Op- 
portunity for. For much of Go D * .- 
450 and ſhewed unto Men, by the very Rom. i. 
Courſe of Nature. The inviſible Things of 19. 20. 
Him, from the Creation of the Wotld are clearly 
ſeen, being underſtood by the Things that are 
made, even his Eternal Power and Godhead. 
Men may with Conſideration, without any 
Difficulty, gather much concerning Him 
from his Works, which their Eyes are con- 
tinually beholding, But they that are fa- 
voured with a ſupernatural Divine Reve- 
lation, have moſt certainly an Opportu- 
nity for a much more diſtin and particu- 
lar Knowledge of Him, than others can at- 
tain to. Very well may it be expected, 
that ſuch Perſons as theſe ſhould know 
GOD and bs Name, much better than the 
reſt of Mankind : Eſpecially, when He 1s 
pleaſed inwardly to irradiate their Minds, 
as well as outwardly to diſplay his Glor 
in their View, Such kxow GOD effectual. 
ly, feelingly, and vitally, whilſt others in 
the midſt of Light continue in the dark, 
and remain comparatively with ſome o- 

thers,

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thers, Strangers to Him, tho' they ſeem 


to know much concerning Him. St. Paul 


freely tells ſome that were topping Pro- 
feſſors even of Chriſtianity, and that had 
a great Value for themſelves upon the ac- 


count of their diſtinguiſhing Attainments, 


that they bad not the Knowledge of GO D: 
And he adds, that he ſpake tha to their Sbame; 
as he well might : Since they ſhametully 
abuſed and ſlighted their valuable Helps, 
inſtead of improving them ; and denied that 
Go p by their Works, whom they owned 
in Words; than which nothing could be 
more ſhameful, | 


TRANEkS be to Gov, the Means of 
knowing Him and hs Name, cannot be 
wanting among us: And yet J mult ſay, 
that this would be a moſt happy Aſſembly 
indeed, if all that are in it, had but a 


right Knowledge of the Go p that made, 


and that conſtantly maintains them, a 


that gives them all their good Things, and 


can be the only ſuitable Refuge to them, 
when all other Props will fail them. 


Bur we are here to obſerve, that ſuch 


as know Go D, know bu Name, which- He

himſelf has diſcovered, on purpoſe that 
He might be the better known. And who 
could have found this out, ſo as to be 
fully certain about it, if He himſelf had 
not thought fit to declare it. He is, the 
Lok D the Lok D Gop, merciful and gracious, 
long-ſuffering, and abundant in Goodueſ and 
Truth : keeping Mercy for Thouſands : forgiving 

| : Iniquity, 
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Iniquity, Tranſgreſſion and Sin, &c. A little 

before that Declaration was made, it was 

ſaid to Moſes, I will proclaim the Name of the Ib. xxxiii. 
LoRD before thee : And then it follows, And 19- 

the LORD deſcended in the Cloud, and ſtood with Ib. xxxiv. 
him there, and proclaimed the Name of the LORD. 5: 

GOD thus proclaimed b Name, in Oppoli- 

tion to the working of Unbelief, which 

takes Him to be ſevere and wrathful, One 

that watches for our Halting, and treaſures 

up our Sins and Failings, on purpoſe to 

be avenged of them with the utmoſt Se- 

verity. Whereas it appears by hs Name 
proclaimed by Himſelt, (who we may be 

aſſured beſt knew Himſelf,) that He is 
Gracious: in the laſt Degree, and even as 
extenſive in his Grace and Mercy, as his 
Holineſs and Purity, and the Honour of 

his Government will allow, 


So fully is Go p known by his Name, 
that when our Bleſſed S A v IO UR had un- 
boſomed Him, and diſcovered his Will, 
Councils, and Deſigns, from his very Bo- 
ſom, as well as declared his Excellencies 
and Perfections, He ſums up the whole 
in this Expreſſion, I have manifeſted thy Ich. xvii. 
Name, unto the Men which thou gaveſt 6. 
me out of the World. Whence we may 
very naturally gather, that the manifeſting 
the Name of GoD to Mankind, was the 
great Work of CyRrIsT Jes Us upon this 
Earth, as He was the Prophet and Teach- 
er of his Church. It was his main Buſt + 
neſs while He was here, to make known 
b Name, that is, his gracious, loving, and 

tender 
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tender Nature, and thoſe bleſſed Properties, 
that were fit to encourage poor Crea- 
tures to come to Him, and caſt them- 
ſelves upon Him. And Gop having taken 
to himſelf a Name, which He will be 
known and called by, it ſhould be our 
Care, in all reſpects, to deal with, and 
treat Him as ſuch, as this Name of his 
beſpeaks Him to be. We ſhould carry it to 
Him, as to One that we are well aſſured 
is ſo far from being bent upon * and 
Severity, that He 1s exceeding Gracious 
and Loving, full of Benignity, and ready 
to pity, and help, and receive us ; One 
that delights in our Good and Welfare, 
and rejoyces 1n our Approaches to Him. 
This Name of his is to be remembred in all 
Generations, and ever mentioned with Ho- 
nour. This Name of Go p, is Himſelf, 
whoſe real Nature 1s ſignified and declared 
by it ; and for that reaſon we ought to 
have the higheſt Veneration for it.

Ir very well deſerves our Obſervation, 
| that in the early Ages of the World, whilſt 
| Revelation was dawning, and making a 
f gradual Progreſs, Gon was pleaſed to re- 
j veal himſelf, and give out his Name, by

quired, He himſelf ſays in ſo many Words, 

Exod. vi. I appeared unto Abraham, unto Iſaac, and unto 

3. Jacob, by the Name of God Almigbiy, or All- 

| ſufficient ; but by my Name JEHOVAH was 
[ J not known to them, His Language to the þ 
Father of the Faithful was of this Tenour ; rl 
| | | Fear P; 
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Fear not Abram, I am thy Shield, and thy ex- Gen. xv- 
ceeding great Reward, which was very ſuita- 1 
ble ro the Condition he was at that Time 
in, when he needed nothing more than 
a kind Protector. Abram was a perfect 
Stranger, and wandered up and down 
from Place to Place without any fix'd Dwel- 
ling. He was among ſtrange Nations, that 
were much ſtronger than himſelf and his 
ſmall Company; and he might well enough 
be afraid, of being one time or another 
deſtroyed by ſome or other of them. But 
fear not ſays GoD: My Name is El Shaddat ; 
lam God Almighty, abundantly able to pro- 
tet thee: And I am thy Shield to defend 
thee: And in the Faith of this, Abraham 
was quiet and eaſy, However, he ſtill 
wanted ſomething farther, for at that 
time he had no Child, to inberit after 
him. And therefore he ſaid to Gop, What Ver. 2. 
wilt thou give me, ſeeing I go Childleſs ? Often 
was he thinking with himſelf, what End 
he ſhould have of all his Fatigue and 
Toil in his weariſome Pilgrimage, which 
could not but occaſion Concern : And 
GoDp reheved him there alſo, and ſaid, 
I am thy exceeding great Reward. Thou ſhalt 
have Myſelf for thine, and therefore thy 
Reward cannot but be very great. For [ 
(ſays Go pb) mult be Myſelt deficient, be- 
tore thou canſt be deſtitute, 


AND even before this, when we have an 
Account given us of the Conteſt among 
the ſeveral Nations that bordered upon 
Paleſtine, who began to fall into moſt

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_ wretched Idolatry, Melchizedeck who per- 
ſevered in the Worſhip of the True Gon, 
and was therein an Inſtructor and a Guide 

Gen. xiy co others, is Called the Prieſt of the moſt High 
38 God: Not as if there were ſeveral Gods 
in being, and one higher in Rank, and 

more eminent, and abſolute, and compleat- 

ly perfect, more in dependent, and ſelt:ſuf- 
. and all- ſufficient than the reſt; but 
though there really was but One, He yet 

gave himſelf the Name of the moſs High Gop, 

to caſt Contempt upon thoſe poor, mean, 
wretched, dunghill Gods, whom the De- 
ceived Nations were inclined to exprels a 
Veneration for. And therefore when Abra- 

ham came to {peak to the King of Sodom, 

and take Notice of the Go p, to whom 

he had lifted up his Hand, by whom he 

had ſworn, and whom he heartily adored, 

Ver. 22: he called Him be moft High Gop; thereby 
intimating, that compared with Him, the 

Gods of the Nations were as Nothing, and 
deſerved not the leaſt Regard. But when 

 / Gop came afterwards, according to his 
Promiſe foregoing, to bring his People 

out of the Land of Egypt, where they had 

been 1n miſerable Bondage, He revealed 
himſelf to them then by his Name J E- 

HO VAR. He did not fo diſtinctly call 
Himſelf by that Name before: But then 

He thougt fit to make uſe of it, becauſe 

he came to give his Promiſe a Subſiſtence, 

and make it Good. And now in the full 
Diſpenſation of the GospEL, under which 

our Lot is happily caſt, Gon is pleaſed 

to reveal his whole Name to us, and we 

are 
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are at Liberty to faſten upon that in it, 
or that part of it, which beſt fuits the Want 
or the Diſtreſs which we at any time are 
in: But that Name of his which is com- 
prehenſive of all the reſt, and which St. 
Paul ſeems to have taken a peculiar De- 
hoe in magnifying and extolling, is that

which ſuits and anſwers all our Wants and 14. 


Cravings at once. Gop's Name was known, 
long before He was pleaſed to diſcover 
himſelf to Men, in a way fo abundantly 
comfortable. He was known from the ve- 
ry firſt planting this Earth with Inhabi- 
tants: And to be ſure, as ſoon as ever 
He began to gather a Church from among 
Apoſtate Mankind, He made his Name 
known, as the Centre in which all that pro- 
teſs Devotedneſs to Him might fix. But 
in the fulneſs of Time , when Darkneſs va- 
niſhed, and the Sun of Righteouſneſs ſhone 
out in his Meridian Splendour, He thought 
ft to diſcover his Name more diſtinctly and 
compleatly : And as we Chriſtians have 
the Benefit of this, fo ought we to be 
proportionably thankful, and careful to 
make ſuitable Improvements. 


TRE . Rabbies had ſtrange Noti- 


ons of the Four-lettered Name of Go D 
current amongſt them. They thought it 
criminal to pronounce it audibly, in a 
variety of Caſes, where there was nothing 
of a tendency to a Profanation. They 
fancied it had a Power to work Miracles: 
And they made a mere Charm of it. But

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it becomes us that are Chriſtians, to lay 
aſide ſuch weak and childiſh Fancies, and 
watch againſt Superſtition in all Forms 
and Shapes. We by the Name of Gop, are 
to underſtand both the peculiar Excellen- 
cies of his Nature and Being, which are 
Himſelf; and his Glory and Honour, and 
the Reputation of his Government; or 
the Glory and Luſtre of the Excellen- 
cies that are aſcribed to Him: And let 
us but take a ſuitable Care, to maintain 
an hearty inward Veneration, and to ex- 
preſs that outwardly upon all Occaſions 
in Ads of real Piety and religious Obe- 
dience, and it will be the belt way that 
is, to ſhew that we are of the Number of 
the Perſons that know his Name. For this 
Name of his, is the Collection of his At- 
tributes. Let us but put together the 
ſeveral Perfections that are aſcribed to 
Him in his Word, and we have his Name, 
which He is known, and is to be diſtin- 
guiſhed from other Beings by. Put to- 
gether his infinite Power and Wiſdom, 
Goodneſs and Faithfulneſs, and the other 
Great and Glorious Things which the 
ſacred Scriptures repreſent as peculiar to 
Him above all other Beings, that either 
are or ever were, and you have his full 
Name, and may eaſily perceive Him to 
be a very fit and proper Object of the 
firmeſt Truſt, as He is here repreſented, 


THis Name of Gop we are told is glorious 
and fearful ; it is holy and reverend ; it ſhall 
endure for ever; it is to be praiſed, and that

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to perpetuity; it is to be called upon; and PC. vii. 19. 
glory is to be given to it; and let the If. XIit aß. 
moſt diſtreſſed Perſons that are, have (as Mal

of Jacob to defend them, and — will be 
afe enough, and need deſire no more. 


THIS Name is far from being known 
every where, or by all alike: But i Ju- pr 
dab is Go p known, and His Name is great in 1. 
Iſrael. For as it is elſewhere hinted, He 
ſheweth His Word unto Jacob. His Statutes and 


Fudgments unto Iſrael : He has not dealt ſo with Ib. cxIxii. 
other Nations, and as for his Tudgments they 18, 20. 


have not known them. Tis the Privilege 
of Judah, the particular Honour of Gop's 
own People, to have a right Knowledge 
of Him and His Name. However *tis as 


to others, Go p is poſitive in this, my x. Iii. 6. 


People ſhall know my Name. And well ma 

we cry out, Happy are the People whoſe 
Land is filled with this Knowledge ; and 
happy the Perſons whole Hearts are 
throughly repleniſh'd with it. There is 
indeed a notional Knowledge of Gop and 
His Name often to be met with, that has 
no Spirit nor Life, no Savour nor Unc- 
tion at all attending it: But they that 
know Gon effectually and feelingly, will 
pat their Truſt in Him, as is here affirmed. 
There is a great deal ot Difference be- 
tween 4nowing and knowing, They that 
rightly underſtand and duly contider what 
Gor is, and know Him experimentally ; 
that fo know Him as to have experienced 
His Power and Goodneſs, His ——— 

| an 
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and loving Kindneſs, k»ow Him to pur- 
pole. Knowing here, as well as in many 
other Texts of Scripture, 18 a Word that 
implies and Carries in it practical Affec- 
tions and Inclinations: And ſo, they that 
know GoD's Name, are they that love and 
value it, that eſteem and honour it, and 
carry it ſuitably; and that particularly 
put their truſt in him whole Name they 


know. 


IT. Pass we then on to the ſecond Step in 
the Text, which is a pious Truſt in the Gab 
whoſe Name is known, For they that know 
thy Name, will put their Truſt in thee, ſays 
David. Go gives us his Name as our 
ſupport, and a firm and ſuitable Founda- 
tion of Trujt. And therefore he cries out 
by his Prophet, Whoſo walketh in Darkneſs 
and hath no Light, let him truſt in the Name 
- ie LokD, end ſtay upon bis Gor. He 
peaks there, to poor, dejected, bewilder- 
ed fainting Sinners, that were without a- 
ny vilible Conſolation, and bids them truſt 
in his Name; in effect aſſuring them, that 
they ſhould that Way obtain ſuitable Re- 
liet, And this is what the whole Current 
of Scripture repreſents as a thing that 
may be depended on. We are aſſured that 
the Name of the LORD is a ſtrong Tower ; the 
Righteous runneth into it, and is ſafe, It is a ſe- 
cure Defence, in which we may be as ſafe as 
in an impregnable Fortreſs. The Knowledge 
of GoD would be loſt, and altogether 
without effect, if it did not produce Truf: 
And ſtill the more fully and diſtinctly his 

| Name 
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Name 1s known, (it the Heart be but ſui- 
tably impreſſed) the more is He truſted. 
They that know Him to be a Gop of in- 
finite Wildom, cannot but truſt Him much 
farther than they can ſee Him: For the 


will diſcern that wnerring Judgment is be- Job xxxv. 


fore him, and therefore will truſt in him, They 3 
that know Him to be a Gop of Almigh- 
ty Power, cannot but be free to confide 
in Him, though Creature-confidence ſhould 
fail them, and they have nothing elſe to 
truſt to. Thus Good King Fehoſaphat, and 
his Subjects, when incompaſſed with great 
Troops of inraged Enemies, cried out, 


O our GoD, we have no Might againſt this 2 chron. 
great — that cometh againſt us, neither xx, 12, 


know we what to do, but our Eyes are up- 
on Thee, They were preſently tor caſting 
themſelves upon GoD for help. They 
alſo that know Him to be a Gop of in- 
finite. Grace and Goodneſs, cannot but 


truſt in Him, even though He ſlay them; as ſob yin. 
the Good Man declares he was . _ 


to do. And ſuch alſo as know Him to 
be a Gop of inviolable Truth and Faith- 
falneſs, cannot but rejoice in his Word 
of Promiſe, and reſt upon that, though 
Performance may be deferred, and inter- 
mediate Providences may ſeem to contra- 
dict it. Thus David being called of Go p 
to quit his private Station, and take up- 
on him the regal Dignity, comply d; and 
having a great Variety of Divine Promi- 
ſes given him to animate him, bore up 
courageouſly: And yer when the Time 
of their full 4 drew * 

: e 
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he found himſelf beſet with Difficulties 
on all hands, and could difcern no way of 
Eſcape : But we are told, that though 
all things about him, had a threatning 
Aſpect, he encouraged bimſelf in the Lo RD 
hx Gop. And they that know O D to 
be the Father of Spirits, a Father that 
dieth not, may and will freely Truſt their 
Souls in his Hands, and commit them to 
his Care, when their Bodies are laid in 
the Duſt; crying out with the Pſalmiſt, 
Into thine Hands we commit our Spirits, thou 
haſt redeemed ns, O Lord God of Truth, 


I canNnorT perceive we have any oc- 
caſion to wonder at this, ſince the Know- 
ledge of Go p and his Name is accompa- 
nied with Experience, which is a great En- 
couragement to Tut. We may plainly per- 
ceive it was ſo in David's Caſe, who being 
able to ſay, The Lo R D hath delivered me out 
4 the Paw of the Lion, and out of the Paw of the 

ear, could the more freely ſay, He will 
deliver me out of the Hand of the Philiſtine, 
when he was to engage with Goliah the 
Giant. And in like manner St. Paul being 
able to ſay, that Go D had delivered him 


from a preat and terrible Death, and that He 


did ſtill deliver, could add with the more 
Cheartulneſs, in hom we truſt that He will 
yer deliver as, And indeed, the being ac- 
quainted with the Experiences of the 
Saints that are recorded in the Scriptures, 
and the wonderful Deliverances, Supports, 
and Succours that have been afforded them 
in their moſt diſheartening Straits and Di- 

| {treſles, 
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ſtreſſes, together with the like Experiences 
of the Saints of Go p in ſucceeding Ages, 
that have either lived before us, or in our 
own Times; and the recollecting any Ex- 
periences of our own, of the ſame kind, 
eſpecially of any Appearances of Go in 
our Favour at critical Seaſons, when we 
had otherwiſe been expoſed and reduced, 
has a mighty Aptneſs to excite and con- 
firm our Truſt in Go p, and make it ſteady. 
Such things as theſe very ſenſibly convince 
us, that God 7#s 4 Refuge in Times of Trouble, 
as He is ſtiled in the Words juſt before 
my Text, and on that account very fit to 
be truſted. 


AN p here we may do well, diſtinctly 
to conſider, the Nature of this Religious 
Truſt, ics Oppoſites, its Object, the Rules that 
are given us, by which to regulate it; the 
Influence which the Knowledge of the Name of 
GoD may be conceived to have upon it; 
together with the Fruits and Efed&s which 
we may expect it will produce: All which 
I will couch upon briefly. And 


1. As to the Nature of this Truſt in God, 
itis a reſting in his Goodneſs, and quietly 
expecting from Him whatſoever is needful 
and fitting. Tis a firm relying upon his 
Benignity, for the good Things both of 
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this World and another. Tis a caſting our Pal. ly. 
Burt hen upon Him, a caſting all our Care upon 22. 
Him. A committing ourſelves freely to! Pet. v. 


Him, without queſtioning either his Care 7: 


or Tendernels, his Ability or Readineſs to 
GA relieve 
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relieve or help us. Faith in Gop is a be- 
lieving all his Reports and Diſcoveries : 
And Truſt in Him is an Acquieſcence of 
Mind in his Management and Diſpoſals. 
Such is the make of our Minds that we muſt 
have ſomewhat to lean upon as our Sup- 
port, on which we can repoſe ourſelves. 
And when we fix on the Great and Bleſſed 
Gop in this Caſe as our Support and 
Stay, 'tis then, and then only, that we 


can be truly ſaid to put our Truſt in Him.

2. The Oppoſites of this Truſs in Gop, 
are Diffidence on one hand, and Preſump- 
tion on the other. Diffidence is oppoſite 
to Truſt in Go p, becauſe in a Time of Di- 
ſtreſs and Difficulty it is for caſting Go o 
off and diſregarding Him. Thus the great 
Lord of Samaria, {lighted Go p's Promiſe 
by his Prophet, of great and ſudden Plen- 
ty, after pinching Want and Scarcity. He 
could not tell how to think there could be 
ſuch a Change as that that was ſpoken of, 
even though the Lok D ſhould open the Bottles 
of Heaven, and ſo was over-run with Di- 
ſtruſt. And we are alſo told of King Ahaz 
that when he was informed that Syria was 
contederated with Ephraim, he knew not 
how to behave himſelf, but bx Heart was 
mov, and the Heart of his People, as the Trees 
of the Wood are moved with the Wind, Both 
he and they were at their Wit's end, gave 
up all tor gone, and concluded it a vain 
thing to go to make any Reſiſtance. So 
allo the People of the Fews, when they 
had been long in the Captivity of Babylon, 

deſpaired 
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deſpaired of Deliverance, and cried out, 

Our Bones are dried, our Hope is loſt ; we are Ezekiel 
cut off for our parts. In theſe Caſes there xxxvii. 
was nothing like Truſt in GoD. But then!“ 

a raſh preſuming upon Divine Help, is as 
oppolite to this Truſt as Diffidence ; and a 
tempting Go p, is to the full as blame- 

able as a Diſtruſting Him. And yet this is 

what many may be very juſtly charged 
with, and that in more ways than I can 

now ſtay to reckon up. Poor Peter was 
wretchedly ſeit-confident, and that way a 
great Tempter of Go D. Exalting himſelf 
above others, his Cry was this, Though all Match. 

| Men ſhould be offended becauſe of thee, yet will xxvi. 33. 

I never be offended, and ſo he neither watched 

nor prayed: And GO D left him to him- 

ſelf, and he ſadly expoſed himſelf, and be- 
trayed his Weakneſs, And we have had 

many ſuch Inſtances. 


3. THe Object of our Truſt ſhould be the 
Blefſed Go D. He is All- ſufficient; and 
upon Him may we in all reſpects ſecurely 
repoſe ourſelves. He has all Things in 
Him and belonging to Him, that can be 
ſuppoſed requiſite to render him a proper 
Object of our chief 77 and Confidence. 
For in Him there is an admirable Con- 
currence, of perfect Wiſdom and Know- 
ledge, to underſtand our Conditions, and 
what may be moſt ſuitable to us, and moſt 
proper to relieve and help us; and of un- 
queſtionable Goodneſs, Love and Faithſul- 
neſs, to be concerned for us, and to take 
all needful Care of us: As alſo of Almighty 

a Power, 
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Power, to relieve and ſuccour us, let our 
Circumſtances be what they will ; and of 
Eternal Continuance, which teaches not 
only to us, but to thoſe. allo that come 
after us, and that to all Generations. And 
I muſt confeſs, I cannot ſee what more 
we can deſire in Him in whom we ſhould 
put our Truſt. And, 


4. As to the Rules given us, whereby 
to regulate our Truſt, they are various, but 
plain and rational, and none of them (as 
tar as I can perceive) liable to any juſt

WE are to put our Truſt in Gop, and not 
in the Creatures of any ſort, To truf 
in them is the ready way to be deceiv- 
ed, becauſe it is a Trufting in Vanity: And 
if we do that, we are told beforehand, 
Vanity ſhall be our Recompence, The Creatures 
can neither anſwer our Expectations, nor 
ſupply our Wants: And therefore if we 
Traſt in them, vexatious Dilappointments 
will be all that we ſhall get by it. The 
cloſer we cleave to them, the leſs ſhall- we 
be diſpoſed for Truſt in Go p: There is 
therefore hardly w thing can be men- 
tioned, againſt which we are warned with 
more Earneſtneſs in the Word of Good, 
than we are againſt putting our Truſt in any 
of them. We mult not (as many do) Truſt 
in Chariots and Horſes : But ſhould remember 
the Name of the Lox D our Gob : We mult 
not Truſt in our Bow, nor ſhould we expect 
that our Sword will ſave uu. We mult not 


truſt in our Wealth, nor boaſt ourſelves in the 
multitude 
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multitude of our Riches, We are to Truſt in Pl. cxyili. 
the Lox D, and not put Confidence in Man, 8, 9. 
no not even in Princes, who are the moſt | 
ſignificant amongſt Men, and the moſt ca- 
pable of doing us either Good or Harm. - 
We muſt not Truſt in our Friends, or put Con- Mic. vii. 
fidence in our Guides, We ſhould remember 5. 
that the Vraelites were blamed for truſting Iſa. xxi. 
in the Egyptiant; and it is ſaid to be in 1, 2, 3. 
vain that Help was expected from them, 
who were but a Staff of Reed, We mult not gzekiel 
put our Chief Truſt in any Man whatever; xxix. 6,7. 
for the Prophet cries out, Curſed be the Man jer. ,yj. 
that trufteth in Man, and maketh Fleſh his Arm. 8. 
And the royal Pſalmiſt agrees, ſaying, Put pr. cxlvi. 
not your truſt in the Son of Man, in whom there is 3. 
10 Help, We are to Truſt in Gop alone, 
and joyn no others with Him. 

A ND then, we are alſo to put our Truſt in Ib. Ixil. 8. 
Go p at all Times, which is poſitively inſiſt- 
ed on. We ſhould Truſt Him from our Youth ; Ib. Ixxi. 3. 
and alſo when we are advanced in Years, 
as David did. We ſhould Truf in Gap in Ver. 9. 
Proſperity, or elſe we ſhould ſoon be 
moved: And we ſhould Truſt Him alſo in 
Adverſity, and when Things are at the 
:oweſt with us; remembring He has ſtiled 
himſelf 3 Refuge and a Strength, and a preſent Ib. xlvi. 1. 
Help in time of Trouble, And nothing that 
our Circumſtances can have attending 
them need herein diſcourage us. Though, Hab. iii. 
as the Prophet expreſſes it, rhe Fig-tree ſhould 17. 
not bloſſom, and there ſhould be no Fruit in the 
Vines; though the Labour of the Olive ſhould 
fail, and the Fields ſhould yield no Meat ; though 
the Hoc ks ſhould be cut off from the Fold, and 


there 
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there ſhould be no Herd in the Stalls: i. e. 
Though there ſhould be an utter Failure 
of ſenſible Creature-comforts, and not on- 
ly the Delights, but even the neceſſary 
Supports of Life ſhould be withdrawn; yet 


ſtill, we ſhould Truſt in the Loxp, and re-

joyce in the Go p of our Salvation. We 
thould TZruſt in GoD not only when Things 
run ſmooth, and our Spirits are elevated, 
but alſo when they are depreſſed. Thus 
did David, who ſtuck not to ſay, What time 
I am afraid, I will Truſs in thee, But we 
ſhould at the ſame time remember, that 
we are to Truſt in Gop in the faithful Diſ- 
charge of our Duty. We, as we are ad- 
moniſhed, {ſhould Truf in the LorD, and do 
Good at the ſame time. We ſhould 7ruſt in 
Him and uſe all proper Means that are 
within our Reach, for our own Relief, 
looking up to Him for his Bleſſing. It 
would be utterly a vain thing, for a Coun- 
tryman to pretend to 7ruſt Go p for a Crop, 
without either Plowing or Sowing : Or for 
a ſick Man to pretend to Truſt Him for re- 
ſtoring Health, and yet take no Phyſick 


nor uſe any Remedies. 


We ſhould truſt in the LogD, in all Caſes; 
For Relief in all Dangers, and for a Supply 


of all Hants, We ſhould reſt on Him in all 
Dangers whether of a Spiritual or Temporal 


Nature. In all ſpiritual Dangers, and when 
we are ever ſo ſorely tempted, we ſhould 
caſt ourſelves upon Him for Help, ſet our- 


ſelves to make Reſiſtance, and reſt our- 


ſelves upen Him tor ſufficient Grace. And 


in all temporal Dangers, let our Circum-

Under our temporal Wants alſo, be they of XXV. 29. 
one kind or another, we ſhould put our 

Truſt in Him, who has declared that there 

s no Want to them that fear Him; and that pf. xxxiy; 
they that ſeek Him ſhall not want any good thing. 9, 10. 
We ſhould Truſt in Go p for ourſelves; and 

for thoſe alſo that are to come after us. 

We ſhould not only commit all our Per- 

ſonal Concernments to Him, but ſhould 

alſo leave our Fatherleſs Children with Him, 

who has given us his Word, that He ll Jer. xlix. 
preſerve them alive; and we ſhould encou- 11+ 
rage our Widows alſo to Truſt in Him.

Wr may farther allo obſerve, that we 
are to Truſt in the whole Name of Go p, 
without leaving out any part of it.

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that in the Lord JEHOVAH & everlaſting 
Strength, And theſe are the chief Rules 
which the Sacred Scriptures give us, for 
regulating our Truſt in Go p, in which the 
main of Practical Religion very plainly 
hes. And now, 


5. As to the Influence of the known Name 
of GoD upon this Truſt, that is very ea- 
ſily diſcernible. For as He is the only 
proper Object of our chief Truſt, ſo by 
our not truſting in Him, we ſhould den 
Him the Honour that is due to thoſe Di- 
vine Excellencies that He has clearly diſ- 
covered, and ſo ſhew, that whatever we 
may pretend, we do not __ know his 
Name. And then we may alſo obſerve, 
that David cries out, According to thy Name, 
O God, ſo u thy Praiſe, No farther will He 
be honoured by any, than his Name 1s 
known and owned by them: But ſo far, 
they cannot fail of honouring and magni- 
tying Him, and that by putting their Truſt 
in Him, as well as by other pious and reli- 


gious Actions. And then,

6. THE Efeds of this Truſt in Go p are 
truly Glorious: For this ſettles and fixes 
the Heart. A Good Man's Heart is fixed, 
Truſting in the LORD. Left to himſelt, 
ſuch an one is apt to be unhinged, and 
confounded, and drawn this way and 
that at every Turn, like other Men, that 
have nothing to give them ſolid Satiſ- 
faction: But Truſt in Go p compoles 


and quicts, and makes all eaſy. No evi! 
Tidings 
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Tidings of any ſort then need terrify. And 


therefore the Prophet cries out, Thou wilt Iſa. xxvi. 


keep him in perfect Peace, whoſe Mind: is ftfayed 3+ 
on Hong . truſteth this d chik 
may eaſily be accounted for, For by put- 
ting our Truſt in Go p, we in effect in- 
age Him to take a ſpecial Care of us. 
Men of Worth, commonly reckon them- 
ſelves concerned not to fail ſuch as de- 
pend upon them; and we may be aſſured 
'tis much more ſo with Go p. He rec- 
kons his Honour at Stake in the Caſe, 
and will not fail to act accordingly. And 
then, our very Truf# in God, gives us 
a freſh Claim of Intereſt : And 'we find 


David makes that Uſe of it, crying out, 


O thou, my Go D, ſave thy Servant that truſt- Pſalm 
eth in thee, And withal, there is no Duty Ixxxvi.

of a more quieting Nature than that of a 
Religious Truſt in Go p. It delivers from 
thoſe carking Cares, that are an oppreſ- 
ſive ſinking Load, and are apt to gnaw 
our Hearts. Let us but rf in Go p, 
and we may live at our Eaſe, and need 
be careful for nothing ; and ſhall have this

70, It we firmly Truf in Go p, we can- 
not but ſee Him, by ſerious fervent Pray- 
er, and allo by Care to approve our- 
ſelves to Him, in the whole Courſe of our 
Converſation, 


LzeT us ſearch ever ſo long, we ſhall 
not be able to find any ſuch Method in 
one Caſe or another, tor Relict and Help, 
as to ſeek it from Go p by hearty and 
{ſerious Prayer, joyned with the 7rujt fore- 
mentioned, We are theretore charged to 
pray always with all Prayer and Supplication in 
the Spirit: And the People of Go p are 
called a Generation of Seekers, and that has 
ever been their true Character. They /cek 
GO D and bs Face, Gon and hs Strength, 
call upon his Name, and offer up their 
dupplications to Him upon all Oc- 
calions. They do not barely utter 
Words, .but they pour forth their very 
Hearts before Him. Abhorring all undue 
Methods for Relief, unto the Go p of 
Heaven do they look up for Help and

ALL of us, Sirs, have loſt Go p, and 

are ſeparated from Him by our Sins: And 

we muſt ſeek Him, and endeavour to re- 

gain his Favour, through the Mediator 

provided, by true Repentance, and ſerious 

Prayer, that ſo being united to Him by 

Faith, we may enjoy his conſtant Help, 

and be able to rejoyce therein, And 

wherever Go Þ gives an Heart to /eek 

Him, it is a Sign that He is ready to be 

found, and to afford his Favour, and be- 

come a Refuge and Helper. But then if 

we would herein ſucceed, we muſt ſeek j;, cxix.

As for the Wicked, they do not ſeek 
GoD or his Favour; they act as if they 
neither needed nor valued Him : And 
therefore *tis ſaid of them by the Pro- 


phet, that they ſhall not proſper, And tis Jer, X. 21. 
fixed 
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fixed as a Brand on King 4/a, that under 
2 Chron. a threatning Diſorder, he ſought not unto the 
xVi. 12. Loxp. Bur if we deſire to find his Help 
when we are in Trouble, let us ſcek to 
Him with all poſſible Earneſtneſs. And 
if we know any thing of Him, we may 
know that He 1s both able and ready to 
Ita. Iv. 6 fave and help. Seek ye the Lok p, lays 
the Prophet, while He may be found, call ye 
upon him while He is near. For we need 
not doubt of his Readineſs to regard 
ſuch as humbly and ſeriouſly call upon 
Him. He 1s nigh unto all ſuch ; and He 
has given us this as his ſtanding Rule and 
Matth. Meaſure, Ast and ir ſhall be given you, ſeek 
yi. 7. and ye ſhall find: Knock and it ſhall be opened 
unto you, And ſo I come to 


IV. THz Fourth and laſt Step in the Text, 
which relates to the Security we have as 
to God's not forſaking, ſuch as thus put 
their Truſt in, and ſeek Him. The Royal 
Pſalmiſt gives this in as the Matter of his 
own Experience, that ſce&ing Go p, he had 
not been forſaken by Him. And he at 
the ſame time records it as his Obſervatt- 
on in the Caſe of others, that continuing 
to ſcek Go D humbly and diligently, he 
had not known that they had been for- 
ſaken, And this 1s what we may all of 
us very ſafely depend upon, that Gop ne- 
ver did, and never will, diſown or deſert 
ſuch as duly ſeek to, and truſt in Him. 
He may afflict them, and he often does, 
but then 'tis for their Profit, and He wall 
not leave them helpleſs or comtortlels, 

Though 
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Though at ſome certain Seaſons he may 
ſorely try them, and ſeem as it were to 


hide His Face from them, yet will He 
graciouſly remember and viſit them, and 


with everlaſting Mercies will He gather 
them. And Go p's known and tried Faith- 
fulneſs to His People from Age to Age, 
may herein ſupport our Confidence. Tis 
not barely here and there one of them 
that has this way, obtained Relief, but it 
may be ſafely affirmed that there never 
were any that ſonght Go p in earneſt, but 
they have found ſooner or later, that He 
has ſuccour'd them in their Diſtreſs. And 
this from one Age to another has been 
the truly good Man's ſheet Anchor, that 
Gop has not ever been known to leave 
thoſe wholly deſtitute, who made their 
Applications to Him by Faith and Prayer. 


Bor then we may obſerve, that in this 
Reſpect, there is a great deal more meant 
in the Text, than is expreſſed. When it is 
laid, thou LoR D haſt not forſaken them that 
ſeek Thee, the meaning 1s, 'Thou haſt mer- 
cifully heard, and powertully deliver'd, and 
helped and ſaved them. For it was a 


common Way with the Hebrews, by ſuch 


a ſort of Denial as this, the more ſtrong- 
ly to affirm, the contrary to that which 
was denied. Thus the Prophet ſays, A

bruiſed Reed ſhall he not break; 'tis meant Iſa. xlii. 
that he will greatly, ſtrengthen it: And 3. 


when *tis added, rhe [moaking Flax ſhall he

o to lay Streſs upon them, may pierce 
inſtead of relieving us; and in a little 
time, they moſt certainly will prove alto- 
gether uſeleſs to us, and intirely leave us: 
But if we are hearty Seekers of the Logp, 
he won't forſale us, His Nature won't let 
him do it. He muſt ceaſe to be what he 
is, and change his Name, before he can 


forſake thoſe that ſeek Him. Neither will 


his Promiſe allow him to do it: And there- 
fore we may ſafely ſay, he neither can 
nor will do it. He gave forth his Pro- 
mile long ſince to his Servant * in 


thee, nor 


Heb. xiii. file, in his Epiſtle to the Hebrews, as much

AN p this Text that I have thus plainly 
ſet before you, at the Requeſt of my Good 
Friead deceaſed, who has for a Number 
of Years laboured in the Word and Doctrine 
among you in this Place, will I conceive 
help you to his true Character, and pre- 
ſent you with his Picture in Miniature, 
ſo. as effectually to preſerve his Memory, 
though he is gone from you. For I muſt 
confeſs it is my Apprehenſion, that theſe 
few Words of the Plalmiſt, They that know 
iby Name, will put their Truſt in thee; for 
thou Lok D, haſt not forſaken them that jeek 
thee, as they were the Sum of this Good 
Man's Experience in his whole earthly 
Courſe, ſo do they expreſs the very in- 
ward Senſe of his Soul, as far as Stand- 
ers by could judge concerning it. For he 
was evidently one that knew GO p, and 
endeavoured all his Days to improve in 
that Knowledge ; He had a very awful Senſe 
of his Name; and by Choice, and with 

wk E great 
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great Delight and Seriouſneſs he made it 
the chief Buſineſs of his Life, to make 
this Gop and his Name known to others. 


He ſo nem GoD, and his Name, as to put 


his Truft in Him, and make uſe of Him as 
his Refuge; and he was a great Encourager 
of others to do ſo too. He was betimes 
caſt upon this Gop, and did nor find any 
Deſire or Need of a better Friend and 
Helper than He was. He had his Traals, 
Perplexities, and Diſtreſſes as he paſſed 
through the different Scenes of Life : He 
had his Perſonal and his Family Troubles 
and Exerciſes, and ſome of them were 
heavy, and ſo preſſing, that ſeveral he 
uſed Freedom with can bear witneſs, they 
drew Tears from his Eyes, and Sighs from 
his Heart: But in and under all, 'twas 
{till his way to put his 7ruyſt in the Lok, 
and he never had Occaſion to repent of his 
ſo doing. He had his Failures, Imperfecti- 
ons and Weakneſſes; and at times he had 
alſo his Fears, and laboured under Diſ- 
couragements: But the Name of GOD was 
hs ſtrong Tower, flying to which he found 
himſelf fate. He held on ſeeking Go Þ all 
his Days, and committing himſelt to Him, 
and He did not forſake him. Go p was 
pleaſed to favour him with his gracious 
Preſence, direct him in his Ways, raiſe him 
up valuable Friends, carry him through his 
ſeveral Difficulties, and wonderfully to ſup- 
port his Spirit : He enriched him with his 
Grace, and owned him in his Miniſtry; 
diſappointed his Fears, and exceeded his 
Hopes and Expectations; crowned _ 
5 | wit 
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with his Loving-kindneſs and Tender-mer- 
cies, and made him an Ornament to his 
Function and Character, both living and 
dying. Go p did not forſake him when 
Nature declined, and his Strength wore 
away. But as he continued truſting in and 
ſeeking Him to the very laſt, fo did He up- 
hold him with his Arms, and chear him 
with his Smiles; and at length with ever- 
laſting Loving-kindneſs has He gathered 
him, and received him into his own Em- 
braces. Behold, thus ſhall the Man be 
bleſſed, that knows Go D's Name, and puts 
bis Truſt in Him, and. continues ſeeking his 
Face and Favour. He ſhall be followed 
with the rich Mercy of his Covenant God, 
and his End ſhall be Peace. 


I a Mm not inſenſible, that I have alrea- 
dy exceeded the uſual Bounds, and yet am 
apprehenſive that ſome farther Account of 
the Deceaſed may be expected, and will 
not be diſagreeable : And you may eaſily 
ſuppoſe it cannot be very difficult for me 
to give it, after near Forty Years Acquain- 
tance with him. | 


H 1s Father and Grandfather were both 


of them worthy Miniſters of the Goſpel : 
And he proving ſo valuable and uſeful a 
Man when thus deſcended, was one a- 
mong many others, that helped to ſhew 
the groundleſsneſs of that roo common but 
ill-natured Charge, that none prove worſe 
than thoſe that ſpring from Miniſters. His 


immediate Father Mr. Joſeph Bennet, (after 
2 whom 
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WO 
whom he was named) was for the Sake of 
his Conſcience ejected from the Living of 
Brighiling in the County of Suſex, in 1662. 
He then thought himſelf obliged to adhere 
to the Cauſe of Reformation: And though 
in doing ſo, he was expoſed to a variety 
of Difficulties, yet knowing GOD's Name, be 
put hu truſt in Him, and ſought the LO RI, 
and was not forſaken by Him. He paſſed 
through the World with an unſtained Cha- 
rater, and died in a good Old Age, in 
I707. That Account of him which 1 have 
publiſhed * was drawn up by this his 
Son, who always expreſſed a wonderful 
Veneration for his Father, on the account 
of his great Holineſs, and remarkable In- 
tegrity, He asked his Judgment whule he 
was living, upon all Occaſions, (eſpecially 
where his Conduct was of Conſequence) 
and had a great Regard to it, He was al- 
fo very reſpectful to his Mother, who yet 
furvives, ſerving Go p in Solitude, in a 
very advanced Age; who as ſhe has not 
been forſaken hitherto, continues looking for 
the Mercy of our Lord JesUs CHRIST wnto 
Eternal Life. 


H was trained up in Grammar Learn- 
ing, and Acquaintance with the Claſ- 
ticks, under Mr. Thomas Goldham at Burwaſh, 
in the ſame County of Suſſex, who was 
allo ejected for his Noncontormity t, and 
was one of good polite Learning, and a

may be ſound, the Heart may be rotten, 
and a mere tinkling Cymbal. He was 
a very ſolid Preacher; and well furniſh- 
ed for the private Parts of Miniſterial 
Service, He had not that Vivacity 1n 
his Delivery which ſome others are re- 
markable for : But his Diſcourſes were ju- 
dicious. He was a Scriptural Preacher, 
which with me I confeſs is a great Com- 
mendation. He was a Nonconformiſt upon 
Principle and Judgment, and when he 
had a near Proſpe& of Death, declar'd 
freely to me his great Satislaction in be- 
ing ſo: But then he was one of great 
Moderation and very much againſt the run- 
ning things to Extremity.
